Miss  DeLuce  Discusses  Art  and  Its 
Influence  On  Religion  at 
Y.  W.  C.  A. 

Miss  Olive  DeLuce  gave  a  Arery  in¬ 
teresting  and  instructive  illustrated 
lecture  on  “Art  in  Religion,”  at  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

“The  Study  of  art  leads  immediate¬ 
ly  to  religion  for  architecture,  sculp¬ 
ture,  and  painting  haAre  aided  in  the 
evolution  and  spread  of  religious 
thought.” 

Miss  DeLuce  discussed  first  the 
art  of  the  pagan  religions.  In  Egypt 
the  tombs  and  the  temples  Avliicli 
housed  the  gods  are  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  architectural  remains  that  <exsist 
there.  Ancient  Assyria  had  a  much 
less  exalted  religion,  than  did  Egypt 
and  for  that  reason  there  are  fcAver 
and  poorer  temples  and  less  sculpture. 
The  temples  of  Greece  and  the  statues 
of  their  gods  haAre  hardly  been  sur¬ 
passed.  Roman  art  introduced  hcav 
forms  of  architecture,  notably  the  cir¬ 
cular  temple,' but  most  of  the  Roman 
art  Avas  copied  from  the  Greeks. 

As  Christianity  spread  there  came  a 
need  of  a  building  for  Avorsliip.  No 
statues  were  allowed  but  pictures  rep-’ 
resenting  scenes  from  the  Bible  Avere 
used  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the 
people.  The  high  columns,  narroAV 
aisles  and  tall  pointed  arches  carried 
the  eyes  upward  and  Avere  so  Avell 
suited  to  Christianity  that  avo  still  use 
them. 

The  Italian  painters  of  the  Renais¬ 
sance  produced  the  great  religious 
masterpieces,  some  of  Avhich  are: 
Raphael’s  “Madonna  of  the  Chair, ” 
Michael  Angelo’s  “Sistine  Madonna” 
and  Leonardo  da  Vinci’s  “  Last  Sup¬ 
per.  ’  ’ 

After  tho  Reformation,  people  be¬ 
gan  to  take  more  interest  in  the  homes 
therefore  much  of  the  energy  of  tho 
artists  avus  turned  toward  painting 
home  life  and  landscape.

Progressive  Work  Being  done  in 
Schools  of  Nodaway  County. 

Miss  Mildred  Millor  visited  several 
of  the  rural  schools  of  Nodaway 
County  recently  and  found  the  pro-' 
ject  work  being  carried  forward  very 
successfully. 

Miss  Alma  Mack  is  tlio  teacher  of 
tho  Mt.  Pleasant  school  and  has  ten 
pupils  enrolled  witlii  five  enrolled  in 
vitalized  agriculture.  Tho  school  is 
well  equipped,  part  of  the  equipment 
being  electric  lights,  a  victroia  and 
thirty  records,  three  hundred  volumes 
of  books  besides  an  International  dic¬ 
tionary  and  the  bulletins  of  Vitalised 
Agriculture,  a  good  globe  and  maps. 


The  children  gave  good  talks  telling 
of  crop  rotation  and  they  had  a  very 
good  exhibit  of  weeds  found  in  corn¬ 
fields  and  meadows. 

The  Union  school  is  taught  by  Miss 
Nell  Cannon  and  twenty-one  pupils 
are  enrolled  with  eight  in  Vitalized 
agriculture.  The  library  of  this 
school  consists  of  four  hundred  and 
twenty-five  volumes,  bulletins  and  the 
dictionary.  Good  maps  and  *i  globe 
and  a  large  American  flag  wore  part 
of  the  equipment.  Two  community 
meetings  have  been  held  at  the  Union 
school. 

The  work  discussed  at  this  school 
was  labor  saving  devices,  rotation  as 
•i  means  of  fertilization,  and  drain¬ 
age. 

The  Myrtle  Tree  school  is  taught  by 
Miss  Lorraine  Hathaway.  This  school 
and  the  Union  school  both  have  gas¬ 
oline  lights.  Miss  Hathaway  has 
twenty-nine  pupils  and  at  the  Teach¬ 
ers  Meeting  last  fall  they  took  nine 
prizes.  In  the  vitalized  agriculture 
there  arc  seventeen  pupils.  In  the 
library  of  this  school  four  hundred 
thirty-five  volumes,  a  dictionary  and 
tho  bulletins  can  be  found. 

*  Tlio  children-  discussed  labor  sav¬ 
ing  devices  for  the  home  and  the 
health  crusade. 

At  noon  a  hot  lunch  was  served  to 
the  school  and  the  visitors. 

The  Herron,  the  Garrett  and  the 
Rockford  schools  were  visited  by  Miss 
McGruder,  Mr.  Cooper,  Mr.  Burr  and 
Maude  Fleming. 

The  Herron  school  is  taught  by 
Miss  Mary  Sawyers,  with  eleVen  pu¬ 
pils  enrolled  in  the  school,  six  of  whom 
are  also  in  the  vitalized  agriculture 
class.  Part  of  the  equipment  is  a 
victroia  and  twenty  records,  a  globe, 
seven  maps,  and  two  hundred  and 
ten  hooks.  The  projects  that  have 
been  completed  are:  the  health  pro¬ 
ject,  exhibit  table,  wood  exhibit 
showing  woods  from  twenty-eight  dif¬ 
ferent  trees,  and  a  kitchen  dolly. 

One  community  meeting  has  been 
hold  at  this  school. 

Miss  Kosher  teaches  the  Ganett. 
school  and  has  sixteen  children  en¬ 
rolled.  There  are  six  children  in  tho 
vitalized  agriculture  class.  Some  of 
the  equipment  of  this  school  is  a  li¬ 
brary  of  two  hundred  and  six  volumes, 
a  piano  globe,  six  maps.  Projects  in 
this  school  have  been:  romodeling  of 
school  building,  hot  lunch,  drainage 
and  erosion,  how  the  teacher  gets  her 
wages. 

Two  community  mootings  have  been 
held  at  this  school. 

Tho  Rockford  school  is  taught  by 
Miss  Rose  Shinabnrgnr.  This  school 
has  two  hundred  volumes  in  its  library. 
Other  equipment  is  an  organ,  a  globe 
and  four  maps  and  a  splendid  vital¬ 
ized  agriculture  chart.  Projects  that 
havo  been  completed  are:  public 

nuisances,  drainage,  four  year  rota¬ 
tion  plans,  teachers  wages.  This 
school  has  an  improved  drinkiug  foun¬ 
tain,  and  hot  lunches  are  Hervcd.  Four 
c  immunity  meetings  have  been  held 
and  also  a  community  Christinas  tree. 


Departmental  Notes 
Dramatic  Expression 

Those  who  saw  the  three  groups  of 
scenes  presented  by  the  students  of 
the  class  in  Dramatic  in  Assembly 
Fob.  8  will  be  interested  to  know  that 
a  continuation  of  the  same  course  will 
be  offered  during  the  spring  term. 
Students  who  have  not  taken  the 
courses  previously  offered  may  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  course  upon  consulta¬ 
tion  with  Miss  Dow. 

This  should  appeal  strongly  not 
only  to  those  students  who  have  a  spe¬ 
cial  interest  or  liking  for  Dramatics, 
but  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class 
and  others  who  expect  to  teach  next 
year,  as  special  instruction  will  be 
given  along  the  lines  of  play  produc¬ 
tion  to  meet  the  needs  of  prospective 
teachers.  The  technique  of  coaching 
and  presentation  will  be  considered  in 
connection  with  the  regular  work  in 
drammatic  expression.  A  large  enroll¬ 
ment  is  very  desirable  as  it  makes  it 
possible  to  work  on  a  greater  number 
and  a  greater  variety  of  plays. 


English 

Any  student  taking  Chemistry  who 
wants  to  take  English  104  may  plan  to 
do  so.  Special  provision  will  be  made 
so  there  will  be  no  conflict  between 
laboratory  periods  and  the  English 
class. 


Science 

The  bacteriology  class  are  making 
identification  study  of  the  different 
bacteria.  They  are  making  sets  of 
slides  for  their  own  permanent  use. 
Cultures  of  clover  nodule  bacteria 
are  being  made  on  ‘the  commercial 
plan. 

Biology  11,  which  has  been  based 
on  objective  outline  is  summarizing 
the  facts  learned  on  tho  basis  of  gon¬ 
er, -d  principles  and  laws.  The  last 
week  was  devoted  to  appreciation  of 
literature,  art  and  master  interpreters 
of  nature. 


History 

The  work  for  the  spring  quarter 
will  be  a  continuation  of  the  work 
done  during  the  Winter  term.  The 
third  quarter  in  each  course  will  be 
offered. 

Education 

The  rural  school  methods  class  has 
just  completed  the  gathering  of  data 
for,  the  Missouri  Day  project.  The 
girls  have  been  aided  very  much  by 
mntorial  which  they  wore  able  to  gath¬ 
er  from  local  sources. 

Manual  Arts 

The  Kindergarten  children  visited 
tho  Manual  Arts  department  Feb.  16. 
They  wero  taught  the  more  simple 
details  of  the  work.  They  succeeded 
in  fixing  a  new  leg  for  one  of  their 
tables. 


Mathematics 

The  Mathematics  department  will 
offer  in  the  spring  quarter  all  the 
regular  courses  .given  now,  and  in  ad¬ 


dition,  a  course  in  astronomy.  A  full 
program  will  be  posted  this  week. 

Physical  Education 

Mr.  Rice  is  offering  a  new  course 
in  Physical  Education,  called  Theory 
and  Practice  of  Educational  Gymnas¬ 
tics.  This  course  will  meet  the  pro¬ 
bable  requirements  of  the  new  'law 
which  is  expected  to  be  passed  re¬ 
garding  Physical  Education. 

Public  Speaking 

Mr!  Miller  will  offer  several  inter¬ 
esting  courses  during  the  spring  quar¬ 
ter.  In  the  course  called  the  “oral 
Interpretation  of  the  Drama,”  some 
studies  of  the  modern  drama  will  be 
included,  and  also  of  the  moving  pic¬ 
ture  show.  The  fourth  year  term  of 
high  school  “Oral  Speech”  will  be 
given,  as  this  is  a  required  subject  for 
the  secondary  course.  “Extemporane¬ 
ous  Speaking”  and  an  advanced  course 
in  “College  Debating”  will  be  of¬ 
fered. 

There  has  been  a  greater  demand 
from  this  department  for  debating  ma¬ 
terial  and  plays,  than  ever  before.  The 
calls  are  coming  not  only  from  Miss¬ 
ouri  but  from  other  states.  This 
shows  that  the  high  schools  are  becom¬ 
ing  more  and  more  interested  in  the 
advantages  of  oral  speech. 

Myrtle  MePherron,  superintendent 
of  Martinsville  schools,  has  written 
for  debating  material.  C.  T.  Collier, 
a  former  student  of  R.  T.  C.,  teaching 
at  Weston,  Missouri,  lias  asked  for 
plays.
